Here is a part of the report of the Bookbuying Committee 
for the American Library Association: 

“The relations of libraries to the book trade at the present 
time seem to be in a state of transition. The American Pub- 
lishers’ Association dissolved this spring. Various court deci- 
sions during the year seemed to tend toward the prohibition 
of the enforcement of fixed prices for the retail trade by the 
wholesaler or publisher. For the time being, at least, dealers 
apparently are not limited in the discounts they may offer 
to libraries. The late court decisions indicate that the main- 
tenance of fixed retail prices is not feasible. Your committee 
is, therefore, of the opinion that bookbuying by libraries is 
at present a matter for the individual library and the indi- 
vidual bookseller.” 

We print this for emphasis as you may not have noticed 
it and you may be able to obtain a better discount on the new 
net books.
